In researching Domestic Violence Awareness Month and the 1994
introduction of the Violence Against Women Act (VAWA), we found
ourselves on a webpage featuring an “Escape” button. The instruc-
tions said, “PRESS “ESC” FOR QUICK ESCAPE. A new tab will open
and this page will redirect to Google.” \When we pressed the
‘Escape’ button, the window closed and revealed the Weather
Channel home page with no trace of the page we were previously
viewing.

In other words, if a domestic violence victim was looking for help
and their abuser unexpectedly walked in, he or she might remain
unaware they were searching for support, assistance or a way out.

Domestic violence occurs in our nation approximately once every
fifteen seconds. The National Coalition Against Domestic Violence
was introduced in 1981 to bring awareness to this type of violence,
as well as connect, unify and support the millions of abuse victims.
Using the data you work so diligently to provide, we are able to
generate factual domestic violence reports, providing an accurate
depiction of domestic violence incidents in our state. If you need
assistance in reporting these or any other incidents occurring in your
jurisdiction, please contact your auditor. Ensure your entries have
no errors, otherwise they cannot be counted until the errors are
corrected. This is Tennessee’s way of bringing awareness to
Domestic Violence. Make it count!
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AUDIT TIP: ENTERING THE CORRECT DATE AND TIME FOR TIBRS INCIDENTS

When reporting an incident to TIBRS, the incident date and time is the date and time the incident actually
occurred. |f the actual date and time are unknown, enter the earliest possible date and time the incident
could have occurred.

Scenario #1:
The Addams family left home on 09/01/2020 at 0700 hours for a vacation. They returned home on
09/08/2020 at 1500 hours to find the back door kicked in and items missing from their home.

They called the local police department at 1505 hours. The officer arrived on the scene at 1521 hours.
The correct incident date and time for TIBRS is: 09/01/2020 at 0700 hours.

The exact date/time of the incident is unknown, so you would enter the earliest possible date/time.
09/01/2020 at 0700 was the last time the Addams family saw their property intact.

Scenario #2:
The Munster family left home on 09/01/2020 at 0700 hours for a vacation. They returned home on
09/08/2020 at 1500 hours to find the back door kicked in and items missing from their home. They called

the local police department at 1505 hours. The officer arrived on the scene at 1521 hours. The investigation
revealed that a neighbor saw a male subject kick the door in on 09/04/2020 at 1935 hours.

The correct incident date and time for TIBRS is:

09/04/2020 at 1935 hours. Why the difference? The neighbor/witness was able to provide an exact date
and time the burglary occurred.

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So when do you use the Report Date field for TIBRS?
Only in situations when the actual or earliest possible date/time cannot be determined.
That being the case, the use of the Report Date field should be very, very rare.

The property type category to be used in
shoplifting incidents is the most descriptive property.

In other words, if the offender steals a coat and
a carton of cigarettes, the correct categories
would be Clothing/Furs and Consumable Goods.

When, if stolen in a non-retail environment, the property
would be classified as Other. Because in that example,
Merchandise is a more descriptive category than Other.

OR

If the number of property type categories in the shoplifting
incident exceeds 10. In that case, the remaining categories
would be combined into one Merchandise category.

Are seven of the twelve categories actually experiencing a downward trend between August 2019
and August 20207 It would certainly appear that way, but that may not necessarily be the case.
Although schools, businesses, and places of worship are opening back up across the state, many
were still closed or operating at a smaller capacity in August. It is common to receive reports of
domestic violence from those sources. Without the incidents that may have been otherwise re-
ported, a downward trend, especially in this particular situation, may actually be an upward trend.
